I telephoned Mr. W. G. Seaman, cashier of the Hanover 
National Bank, Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, on 24 March and advised 
him substantially of the contents of our letter and also that it was being 
mailed today. I told Mr. Seaman the reason for my call was tha t I 
wanted to let him know as soon as possible that neither Messrs. 


were employees of this Agency nor had any other employee 
been authorized to visit his bank. I said that he would have been notifiec 
sooner; however, we wanted the opportunity for a careful investigation 
to ensure that none of our people had by some "hook or crook" been in 
contact with him. He said he appreciated this and would look forward tc 
receiving our reply. I also told him that we were turning this matter 
over to the FBI since it is a clear case of impersonation of a Federal 
officer. Mr. Seaman noted he had already been in touch with Mr. Johnson,
